last congress from its committees on 
the public lands, bills which I earnest- 
ly recommend in principle to your con- 
sideration; tbat we should put mio.

rural credits whieh will add to tbe ex- 
tensive borrowing facilities already. 
afforded the farmer by tbe reserve • 
bank act adequate instrumentalities 
by which long credits may be obtained 
on land mortgages and tbat we sbouid 
study more carefully than they have 
hitherto been studied tbe riglit adapta- 
tion of our economic arrangements to 
.'hanging conditions. 


Many conditions about which we 


bave repeatedly legislated are being 
altered from decade to decade, it is 
evident, under our very eyes and are 
likely to change even more rapidly 
and more radically in tbe days imme- 
diately ahead of us when peace br.s 
returned to tiie world and tbe nations 
of Europe once more take up tncir 
t.isks of commerce nnd industry with 
the energy of tho=e who must bestir 
themselves to build anew.
